Russia On Schedule 


Mr. Ervine said that in an- 
nouncing (in 1955) they would 
launch man-made moons dur- 
ing the International Geophy- 
sical year, which began in 
June of this year and extends 
through the entire year 1958. 
both the U. S. and U.S.S.R. 
scheduled the launchings for 
about this time in 1957. 

Regarding the U. S. satel- 
lite, yet to be launched, Mr. 
Ervine said it will weigh 22 
pounds — much less than the 
185 pound Russian orbit 
and will be launched from 
| Patrick AFB, Fla. ‘Launch- 
ing equipment must send the 
| projectile, in several stages, 
;to a 300 mile zenith from the 
earth, and it must reach a 
speed of 18,000 mph to estab- 





| ing about the earth. The rocket 
to achieve this distance and 
speed, being built in sectiqns 
by various U. S. firms, includ- 
ing Aerojet, requires consid- 
erable accuracy to achieve a 
successful orbit.

Deadline Only

All citrus growers owning 
orchard heaters have until! 
Nov. 1, only one week away, 
to file applications to operate 
or maintain heaters. for frost 
protection.

Stuart M. George, county or- 
chard heater control officer, 
reports all growers maintain- 
ing heaters within a grove must 
file an application whether or 
not they intend to fire the 
heaters.

Satellite 


| R. E. Garstang of Aerojet 
General spoke and showed 
colored slides on the U. S. 
|satellite program Vanguard, 
at the Wednesday noon lunch- 
eon of Upland Rotary club in 
the woman’s club house. He 
was introduced by Marion 
|Grothe, program chairman. 
| President Rex Wignall pre- 
sided. 

Of the Vanguard, the man- 
made moon of the U. S. yet 
to launched, Mr. Garstang re- 
ported it is round, 2014 inches 
in diameter, weighing 2114 
pounds, and will be launched 
with a three-stage rocket which 
will be 72 feet in length and 
weigh 22,000 pounds. The skin 
of the orbit will be of highly 
polished magnesium, gold and 
other metals. Instruments in- 
side the sphere will weigh 
1014 pounds of the 2114 pound 
“‘moon’’. 

Possible uses of such a satel- 
lite’ listed by Mr. Garstang 
are the study of the chemical 
makeup of the atmosphere, 
cosmic radiation and weather 
prediction. 

The speaker said a satellite 
is difficult to see except the 
hour before sunrise and the 
hour after sunset, when it 
basks in rays of the sun not 
reaching the earth. When 
seen, the satellite would ap- 
pear as bright as a fifth rate 
star. He said it would be 
more probable that the third 
stage rocket could be seen.

Appeal Of Judge's Ruling 
In Kelber Vs. City Suit 


To Be Heard November 4 


City of Upland’s appeal on 
the ruling of Supérior Court 
Judge Martin J. Couglin, hold- 
ing illegal the city’s ordinance 
requiring payments by subdi- 
viders into the city’s park and 
school site and flood .control 
funds, will bé heard Nov. 5 
in the 4th District Court of 
Appeals. 

The court convenes in the 
chambers south of the San 
Bernardino county court house 
on Third Ave. in San Ber- 
nardino city. 

City Attorney Henry M. 
Busch, who filed the appeal of 
the June, 1956, ruling by Judge 
Coughlin, reported the hear- 
ing date to the city council 
Thursday night. 

The case originated two 
years ago when Mike Kelber 
of Ontario brought suit for re- 
turn of $7,000 paid into the 
park and school site fund when 
he developed a subdivision in 
Upgand. 

Judge Coughlin’s ruling was 
to the effect that the city or- 


dinance requiring the pay- 
ments from subdividers was 
illegal. The ordinance requires 
for subdividers to pay $30 per 
lot for school and park pur- 
poses, and $100 an acre for 
flood control.
